Atty . Gen. William Sax be has raised 
the question of whether his office 
should go on maintaining its official 
list of organizations known to hav e 
» ubv ersiv e intent. Meanwhile, a con­ 
gressional 
reorganization study has 
recommended doing away with the 
House Internal 
Security Committee 
which in 19 69 became the successor 
of the Un American Activ ities Commt- 
tee as an inv estigator of threats to 
our national security from within the 
country . 


Debate on the subject should be 


based on what is happening in our 


country today and not on memories 


of the 19 40s and 19 50s when inv estiga­ 
tion of alleged Communist infiltration 


of the gov ernment led to charges of a 
“ witch hunt.’* 
The 
Hearst 
kidnaping 
had 
the 
ominous ring of the political kidnap- 
ings w'hich hav e become frequent in 
Latin America and other parts of the 
world. A terrorist pattern is obv ious 
in the recent wav e of indiscriminate 
killings on the streets of San Francisco. 
Very little information is av ailable 
about the leadership of these groups 
and where they get their weapons and 
financial 
support. 
Howev er, 
much 
less would be known if it were not for 
the one major clearinghouse for inv es­ 
tigativ e information about these or­ 
ganizations—the House Internal Secur­ 
ity 
Committee 
which 
congressional 
liberals want to abolish. 
The committee is not an anachron­ 
ism as it is described by those who 
want it abolished. 
There is nothing 
outdated about the automatic weapons 
in the arsenals of these organizations, 
nor in their new sty le of subv ersiv e 
gangsterism. 
R ail Cut Study N eed ed 


It clearly makes sense for the gov ­ 
ernment to declare a moratorium on 
abandoning branch railroad lines until 
the potential effects of such action 
hav e been studied. This is the thrust 
of legislation introduced by Senators 
Hubert Humphrey and Walter Mon- 
dale of Minnesota. 
The matter has been brought to a 
head by the Transportation Depart­ 
ment’s plan to reorganize bankrupt 
railroads in a 17 -state area. The plan, 


as Director George M. Chandler of the

The banner of equal treatment under 
the law will no doubt be wav ed in re­ 
sponse to the Supreme Court’s ap­

women. 
The inequity upheld by the 
court in this case appears justifiable, 
howev er. 
J ustice William 0. Douglas put that 
justification succinctly in his opinion 
written for a six to three majority . 
He said that the Florida law giv ing 
widows a 
$500 
annual property tax 
ex emption but deny ing this to widow- 


ers takes into account “ the disparity 
between the economic capabilities” of 
the sex es. 
This assessment does not reflect male 
chauv inism, but a simple regard for 
the truth. Women, usually through no 
fault of their own, do suffer a handi­ 
cap in economic competition with men. 
It is good that the court upheld the 
Florida law as a reasonable cushion­ 
ing of “ the financial impact of spousal 
loss upon the sex for whom that loss
